SltuatlOD of the Union: 

The Italian Teamsters Union (Slndacato Itallano Autlstl) 
which la affiliated with the Italian Confederation of Labor Unions 
(CISL) started Its efforts since 19^1« aiming to organize Into a 
strong and efficient Union all the workers of this particular 
Industry. 

The working conditions of the Italian teamsters have been 
regulated mostly by an outdone law, passed In 1926, which Is still 
In force. 

The Italian teamsters are roughly 200.000; but. In general, 
their professional qualification Is not properly recognized by the 
employers. In fact. If they are at work with a Company they are 
classed normally In the same rank of janitors, messengers and clerks; 
and If they are at work with Individual owners or with well-to-do 
families they are simply ranked as domestic servants. 

The situation of the teameters In Italy Is therefore very 
precarious and rather confused. They are not given any special 
tratment for the risks and for the responsabllltles of their own work; 
there la no limit of working hours for them (they may be obliged to 
stay at work during 13 or 14 hours a day, without any overtime pay 
or extra allowances); they do not enjoy the same social security and 
health benefits which are available. In force of the social loc^lslatlon 
to all other qualified Industrial workers. 

These are the reasons why the Italian teamsters need to be 
or,.snlzad Into a strong Union, having the necessary strength and 
capacity to vindicate for them their essential rights; 

l) - the right to the recognition of their proper professional 
qualification as teamsters or drivers; 
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- the right to a collective agreement, negotiated by their own 
Union with the employera, for the oettlement of any matter 
regarding the working condltlona, wages, overtime, etc. 

3) > the right to the eame aoclal security and health beneflta 
enjoyed by the other Induatrlal workera. 

In order to attain Ita purpoaea, the Italian teamsters 
Union haa decided to Intenalfy Ita efforta for the organization of 
theae workera, who, having been allured and deluded for ao long time 
by the political Intrlguea of the commu .1st dupera, are atlll truatleaa 
and dlaaatlafled.
